PARIS.  Dec.  27  <tV). — American  troops  in  a tremendous 
comeback  offensive  against  both  sides  of  the  German 
salient  in  Belgium  have  narrowed  the  neck  of  the  enemy 
position  to  less  than  20  miles  in  width  and  relieved  the 
beleagured  garrison  of  Bastogne.  it  was  disclosed  tonight 
in  a flurry  of  Allied  and  enemy  announcements. 

Apparently  getting  into  high  gear  for  the  first  time 
since  the  German  counter-offensive  caught  them  by  sur- 
prise December  16.  the  Americans  had  robbed  the  enemy 
of  the  initiative  and  gained  as  much  as  five  miles  in  a day.

Supreme  Headquarters  confirmed  Brussels  and  Luxem- 
bourg radio  flashes  that  the  American  garrison  of  the 
Belgian  town  of  Bastogne.  which  had  been  encircled  and 
under  attack  since  December  20.  had  been  relieved  and 
the  siege  raised. 

American  tanks,  which  were  five  miles  south  of 
Bastogne  24  hours  previously,  burst  deep  Into  the  German 
bulge  and  linked  up  with  the  besieged  force  which  had 
spurned  German  demands  for  surrender  and  had  knocked 
out  27  enemy  tanks  in  its  week  of  isolated  battle  The 
relieving  forces  were  considerable  size 

The  Allied-controlled  Luxembourg  radio  said  the  base 
of  the  German  corridor  had  been  narrowed  to  less  than 
20  miles,  and  this  was  almost  exactly  the  mileage  from 
Bastogne  northward  to  last  reported  Allied  positions  on 
the  northern  side  near  Lierncux.

His  Majcily's  message  on  Christmas  Day 
was  heard  very  clearly  in  Victoria,  as  it  must 
have  been  -around  the  British  Empire.  I he 
custom,  begun  by  King  George  V and  con- 
tinued m war  and  peace,  has  now  some  weight 
of  tradition  behind  it  The  Empire  listens 
when  His  Majesty  speaks  It  feels  bound  to- 
gether. notwithstanding  vast  distances  and 
remote  parts,  by  the  community  of  the  heart. 
For  people  in  British  lands,  differ  as  they  may 
and  do.  see  alike  on  a great  many  matters,  and 
arc  never  more  in  unison*  than  in  the  respect 
and  devotion  which  everywhere  is  oflered  to 
the  Royal  Household. 

Jt  is  an  amazing  feat,  the  binding  of  a 
quarter  of  the  globe  together  into  one  audi- 
ence for  a single,  significant  moment  I he 
rough  voice  of  Big  Ben.  the  steady  tones  of 
His  Maicsty,  the  preliminary  swing  around 
British  lands  with'  their  many  dialects,  all 
serve  to  emphasize  the  same  fact:  that  the 
unity  of  the  British  Empire  is  a genuine  one, 
and  that  its  firmest  expression  is  not  in  tangi- 
ble things  but  in  the  spirit.  Irom  London, 
the  tore  of  that  great  hub  radiates  that  which 
is  understood  instantly  in  every  British  land, 
to  the  remotest  settlement  under  tfic  Union 
Jack . 

Many  will  re-echo  the  quiet,  confident 
hope  voiced  by  His  Majesty  that  the  lights  of 
civilization  which  the  Germans  put  out  over 
such  a vast  area  of  the  world  are  coming  on 
again,  slowly  and  steadily.  Many  will  agree 
that  common  sacrifice  and  shared  dangers  have 
bound  all  of  the  Empire's  peoples  together,  as 
indeed  they  bid  fair  to  do  in  all  of  the  world. 
Nor  can  there  be  a better  feeling  for  tl»e-hiture 
than  that  voiced  by  King  George  when  he 
said:  "Labor  and  devotion,  patience  and  tol- 
erance will  still  be  needed  for  the  experiment 
of  living  as  nations  in  harmony.”  I he  Brit  - 
“Tsh  Commonwealth  oTNatiops  has  learned  to 
do  that,  and  that  lesson  perhaps  is  one  of  the 
very  greatest  ever  to  be  taught  by  human 
history. 

(iotiru^rouN  Step 

Mr.  Churchill  may  have  been  accused  of 
being  wrong  upon  occasion  in  this  war.  but 
none  has  ever  attempted  to  say  that  he  vacil- 
lated over  an  active  issue.  His  air  trip  to 
Athens,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Lden.  was  so 
thoroughly  characteristic  of  the  man  that  the 
world  was  little  surprised  when  it  heard  of  it. 
The  speech  of  t lie  British  Prime  Minister  be- 
fore the  Athens  conference  was  that  of  a brave 
man  and  a tested  world  leader.  It  blinked 
nothing  It  came  out  directly  with  the  first 
issue  in  hand,  the  restoration  ot  peace  among 
Iriends,  so  t hat  all  efforts  can  be  conjoined  in 
thr  war  against  freedom  s enemies 

Mr.  ( hurchill  will  be  widely  understood 
in  British  lands  where  he  referred  to  Great 
Britain  s desire  to  sec  Grercc  settle  her  troubles 
at  the  ballot  box.  with  equivalent  opportun 
icy  to  all  to  be-  heard  He  nude  it  clear  that 
there  is  nuihmg  in  Greece  which  the  United 
Nations  covet  unless  it  be  the  abiding  friend- 
ship of  a brave  and  courageous  people.  One 
does  not  know  at  this  time  whether  or  not 
Mr.  Churchill  s I rank  speech’  will  succeed  to 
the  full  in  ns  obvious  mission  but  the  whole 
world  knows  that  Mr  Churchill  was  sincere 
— and  that  he  turned  his  bjek  on  one  of  the 
sharpest  crises  in  the  war  to  fly  to  Athens  to 
make  that  attempt  in  person 

Be  the  internal  differences  in  Greece  or 
other  liberated  lands  what  thev--may.  it 
should  not  be  too  much  to  ask  that  those  dif- 
ferences be  composed  until  the  cnemv  is 
beaten  One  would  have  thought  that  liber- 
ation itself  carried  that  as  a first  and  inescap- 
able obligation  on  the  part  of  those  who  have 
regained  their  freedom  I hey  know  the  cn 
emv.  I hey  have  felt  Ins  ruthless  hand.  It 
is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  unite  in'dmolvmg 
that  menace  from  the  world  before  anything 
* rise.  That  is  about  all  that  Mr  Churchill 
has  asked  of  Greece  I he  response  now  is 
with  the  Hellenes  Mav  it  be  a Hear  visioned 
one.  for  the  sake  of  freedom  and  of  humanity’ 

lapping  flir  Enemy 

Reports  from  the  front  continued  yester- 
day to  carry  their  own  implications  I hese. 
on  thr  whole  were  favorable  to  the  Allies. 
"I  he  German  thftisf  had  come  under  air  attack 
for  the  fourth  consecutive  day,  with  all  that 
that  means  in  modern  warfare  The  Allies 
were  slowing  the  attackers  bv  quick  jabs  at 
their  flanks  and  along  their  lines  of  supply 
In  Belgium,  and  in  l uxembourg  action  was 
less  fluid,  and  correspondents  began  to  refer 
to  precise  areas,  something  not  permitted  be- 
fore. All  of  which  suggests  that  t lac  Larmun 
thrust,  while  not  vet  stopjHtl.  is  beginning  to 
hog  down  It  nrloiing  impetus 

Mcansvhdr  it  appears  difficult  to  account 
for  the  series  ot  witch-hunts  which  seem  to 
be  developing  up</n  our  side.  Much  is  being 
made,  we  arc  told,  of  a failure  of  Allied  In- 
telligence " The  Allied  Command  is  being 
taxed  for  not  covering  all  areas  of  the  front 
**  as  thickly  as  were  those  places  where  our  at- 
tack was  being  made  It,  is  cited  as  a failure 
that  reputedly  we  did  not  see  the  enemy  form 
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ing  up,  or  know  where  or  in  what  strength  he  j 
would  come.  1 hat  is  all  very  acute,  no  doubt, 
but  also  it  is  completely  futile.  'I  his  battle 
would  have  been  won  long  ag«  if  we  knew 
all  there  was  to  have  known  about  it.  Like- 
wise, Von  Rundstedt  would  never  fail  if  he 
knew  all  of  the  facts  upon  our  side.  Perhaps 
only  a senatorial  mind  would  demand  such 
a condition  in  a state  of  war 

The  battle  itself  is  still  being  fought  Von 
Rundstedt  may  have  made  good  me  .of  what- 
ever  were  hi*  opportunities  on  the  ground, 
but  he  has  yet  to  reach  any  decision  which 
will  be  binding  At  points  his  forces  are  ex- 


posed and  are  being  heavily  punisnea.  ni 
two  places  at  least  his  advance  has  turned  into  j 
a local  withdrawal,  towards  the  outworks  ol  | 
the  Siegfried  line.  The  net  result  cannot  be 
learned  until  the  battle  is  over,  and  certainly 
not  while  the  action  hangs  in  a state  of  fine 
balance.  Meanwhile,  witch-hunts  will  do 
nobody  any  good,  unless  it  is  the  enemy. 

One  wonders  a little  what  the  front  line 
soldier  will  think  of  attempts  at  home  to 
weigh  and  assess  the  asserted  failure  of  the 
Allied  Intelligence” t He  is  closest'  to  the 
scene,  sees  all  of  us  surroundings.  He  knows 
the  "cans”  and  the  ' cannots.”  the  musts" 
and  the  "maybes.”  He  knows  the  Nazi 
trooper,  and  how  he  is  armed.  So  far  our 
front-line- soldiers  have  had  every  confidence 
in  their  leaders.  It  would  be  a pity  if  any- 
thing said  or  done  at  home  could  be  used  by 
the  enemy  or  otherwise  to  upset  that  confi- 
dence The  first  debt  we  owe  is  loyalty  to 
those  in  the  front  line.  Perhaps  the  witch- 
hunts should  wait:  history  will  have  all  of 
the  answers  at  its  disposal,  after  our  victory 
has  been  secured.

■“  Human  character  has  been  of  such  an  illu- 
sive nature  that  for  all  of  man's  living  not 
many  have  agreed  upon  even  us  simple  defi- 
nition. One’s  true  nature  comes  about  as 
close  to  the  mark  as  it  is  possible  to  get  with- 
out the  help  of  j library  full  of  reference 
books.  And  vet.  what  forms  an  individual’s 
true  nature/  Can  anyone  wholly  tell?  Breed- 
ing. environment,  circumstances  all  go  into  it. 
Opportunities,  taken  or  lost,  add  their  own 
portions  But  deep  under  all  is  something 
innate,  something  perhaps  that  is  not  shared 
by  any  other  individual 

Carlyle  spoke  of  real  kings  and  real  heroes 
But  even  the  great  Scottish  thinker  colored 
*lhis  portrait  with  some  self- impressions,  He 
wanted  to  find  man  in  the  image  he  saw  him 
in  his  mind,  or  perhaps  his  heart  Artists, 
philosophers,  others  have  tried  it.  and  failed. 
Human  character  still  appears  richer  than  the 
widest  conceptions  of  human  imagination  It 
is  the  living  plastic  which  life  carries  against 
the  current  of  time  itself.  As  the  years  roll 
on,  that  character  changes  and  develops  It 
mav  lean,  like  a wind  blown  tree,  towards  a 
certain  direction.  It  may  revolve  on  its  spin- 
dle. It  may  remain  seemingly  constant  in 
the  same  place  Yet  tVic  very  next  unlooked 
for  conjunction  of  events  may  reveal  wholly 
unsuspected  traits  in  the  same  character. 

Eor  all  that  has  been  written  or  said  on  the 
subject,  one’s  real  nature  is  very  much  in  one’s 
own  keeping.  Life  offers  an  endless  variety 
of  choices.  As  each  is  accepted  or  rejected, 
human  character  develops  We  speak  of  one  , 
who  habitually  can  cfo  things,  or  of  another 
who  oops  not  seem  to  be  able  to  get  things 
done  We  hear  of  one  who  can  resist  self- 
temptation.  and  of  others  who  arc  apt  to  suc- 
cumb to  it  Nor  tn  each  case  are  the  responses 
apt  to  be  uniform  or  alike  1 he  only  thing 
about  human  character  that  appears  truly 
constant  is  its  infinite  capacity  lor  change, 
with  or  without  stimulation. #
